be necessary," he said. 


Declaring that about $1,600.000,000

national guardsmen patrolled this 
city of 700,000 Wednesday night while 
residents watched rivers reach their 
crest and turned to new fears of pos- 
sible food shortage, darkness, disease 
and pillage. 


The waters' .reached the record- 


breaking level of 45 feet,; 20 feet above 
flood stage,, before they began to re- 
ced~e slowly. Weather observers said 
the slow'droii upUld continue through 
the night although a new rain, began. 


Food profittering, .with prices soar- 


ing in the: inundated areas, confropt- 
ed Pittsburgh. Public Safety Direc- 
tor Thohias Dunn told Mayor Wil- 
liam A.I McNair of the rising prices 
and asked a proclamation to .curb 
profits at the expense of the suffer- 
ing. 


"I'll sign the proclamation as soon 


as it reaches me," the mayor said.

Ohio Threatens 


The biggest flood of history in this

The island, in the middle of the Ohio 
river, was under water and its 10,000 
residents without shelter. 


An emergency was declared there. 
Darkness shrpuded all of the city 


as the last of three major power plants 
went dead. 


Candles sold at a premium in every 


section. 


Fires and explosions added to the 


burdens borne by the steel metro- 
polis. 


At least 4D were hurt in the series 


of blasts and blazes. 


Thero were five known or reported 


dead in Pittsburgh and a total of 27 
reported to have perished throxighout 
flood-ravaged Pennsylvania. 


Help for the stricken was on the 


way. The federa} government arrang- 
ed for $1.000.000 for relief and the city 
council in emergency session appro- 
priated a like sum. 


The Red Cross took full chargp of 


relief work. 


A food shortage was imminent and 


many sections already were without 
adequate water supplies. 


Transportation was paralyzed. Street 


cars and buses were stopped. There 
were no trains into the stations. 


Water filled the first floors of doz- 


ens of great buildings in the golden 
triangle, and all the theaters in the 
Whiteway district. 


Telephone and telegraph communi- 


cation were threatened although of- 
ficials hoped to keep lines open. 


A shortage of boats hampered res- 


cuers iu bringing out marooned resi- 
dents, particularly 
in the populous 


north side district, where more fam- 
ilies were trapped than in any other 
section.

How It Feels to 
Actually Ride Star 


Man Would Be Dodging 


Meteors for Dear Life, 


Says Writer 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Editor 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass.-(/P)-A man 


on the linest world would ride 1,000,000 
miles a day, but probably would hide 
behind a rock, or stay on the back 
side of his whizzing abode. 


This deduction is made from a study 


o fthe smallest "world" yet known, a 
little thing about as big as a moun- 
tain, which passed the earth at a d 
lance of 1,200,000 miles, the closest ap- 
proach of any star Ihus far recorded. 


If the "star" man rode out on the 
| "cowcatcher" 'of this .celestial engine, 
cosmid dust would sooner or later 
bore him through like a sieve. The 
cosmic dust is the "elescopic meteors," 
particles too fine to be seen by the eye 
when they bum in the earth's atmos- 
phere, but observed in telescopes. 


Thousand Billion a Day 


The nurflbcr of these fine particles 


striking the earth's atmosphere daily 
is estimated by Dr. C. C. Wylie, Uni- 
versity of 
Iowa 
astronomer, as a 


thousand billion a day. 


But this tiniest star has no air to 


cushion the dust. There can he no 
air on the mountain world, because it 
ih too small for the attraction of its 
gravitation to hold gas. 


The traveller out on (lie "cow- 


catcher" would be whizzing ahead at 
about 10 miles a second. The oncom- 
ing dust particles would arrive with 


j speeds of 10 up to 100 miles a second.

No one knows how big the tclc- 


i scopic meteors are, nor what such im- 
pacts would do to the human body. 


' But even if the "mountainman" had a 
.shield against them, there is another 


j reason why he would stay on the back 
;sidc? of his plane. That is the meteors 


; which man can see with the naked 
eye, 
bits of stone or iron from the 


I size of grains of sand up to many 
pounds. There arc 2't,000,000 of these 
.striking earth's atmosphere daily, Dr. 
Wylie estimates. 


One of them weighing even a few 


tons, with no cushioning air, might 
wreck the face of the flying mountain, 
or spatter il too much for safely of 
anyone on the forward side. 


One rf 2,000 Planetoids 


The "little mountain" is one of about, 


i'.OOO known planetoids, or asteroids. 
Most of them travel in orbits out 
between Mars and Jupiter. The lurg- 
eM of them is Ceres. -185 miles in 
diamettr, or one-fifth the size of the 
moon. 'I he orbits of l.oGC of them are 
accurately plotted. 


The "little mountain" is not likely 


to make any two circuits of it.s orbit 


; in exactly the same path, for it is so 
small that it is "perturbed" hy the at- 
traction of the major planets it may 
pas,s, and there are at least four of 


i them. 
Mercury, Venus, Earth 
and 


Mars. 
A perturbation permanently 


changes the mountain's course. 


The other three visitors are Eros, a 


piece of rock about 30 
miles long, 


shaped like a dumbell which comes 
within 17,000.000 miles of the earth on 
an unchanging' orbit; the "Rheinmuth 
object." a planetoid about the size of 
Chicago, which was discovered in 1932 
when it passed about 5.000,000 miles 
Irom the earth; and the "Delportt- ob- 
ject," which conies within 7,000,000 
' miles.

Robert A. Tnft, elder son of the

"favorite son" eandidate for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination, wns 
barely in Washington during the four 
Vears h\i father occupied the Whitr 
House 


'Robert, now 47 years old, was a stu- 


dent at Yale university and Harvard 
during the Taft administration. Wish- 
ing to avoid emphasizing his position 
as son of the President, he refarined 
from visiting Washington exectp dur- 
ing vacations. 


Although he had obtained his ma- 


jority by the time his father vainly 
sought re-election in 1912, Robert took 
no active part in the campaign. His 
brother, Charles, seven years his jun- 
ior, was only 15 at the time. The 
brothersc now are members of the 
same Cincinnati law firm. 


Helped Elect Hoover 


Robert, after practicing law here for 


/our years, became assistant counsel 
for the United States food adminis- 
tration in Washington. There he met 


Herbert Hoover and in 1928 wns a 
leading figure in the campaign that 
enrolled the Ohio Republican presi- 
dential delegation under the Victorious 
Hoover banner. 


His interest in enactment of a re- 


form taxation program sought by Cin- 
cinnati associates induced Tnft to seek 
election to the Ohio house of repre- 
sentatives. He served there six years, 
and drafted, legislation to inaugurate 
an entire taxation program that fcal 
lured a state budget law. 


He served as Republican floor lead- 


er of the Ohio house in 1925 and as 
speaker in 1926. when he retired. 


Five years later, however, Taft re- 


turned to the general assembly as a 
member of the senate in furtherance 
of his interest in passage of a taxation 
classification amendment. 


Likes Golf and Farming 


His hobbies—he says 
his 
intrcest 


scarcely is great enough to warrant 
that title—are Rolf and farming. He 
cards between 80 nnd 90 in golf and 
-nnyiders that "pretty pood for a pol- 
itician."
